3ecause there were many conflicting viewpoints to be reconciled, many 
difficulties to be overcome, and the conference ran on month after month, 
the pessimists told an anxiously awaiting world that nothing would ke 
accomplished because nothing could be; that the nations were still so 
suspicious of each other that they were afraid to disarm in even the slight- 
est degree; that the old game was still being played with each nation trying 
to get some advantage at the expense of others. 

But with the signing of an agreement by the three greatest naval 
powers, and acceptance of a portion of the agreement by the next two nava! 
powers, the dire prophecies of the pessim‘sts have been proven foundation- 
less. Instead, the splendid optimism, the unfaltering patience and courage 
of Ramsay MacDonald have triumphed, and a great forward step taken 
along the road to permanent world peace.

The conference has also established beyond all possibility of dispute that, 
no matter how far the leaders of a nation may be prepared to go in the 
matTér of disarmament, they can only proceed as far as public opinion at 
home will support them in going. The belief is general that the conference 
would have gone to even greater lengths in disarmament had the various 
representatives there felt assured of support at home, and that their very 
\ilingness to make concessions would not be used to overthrow the whole 
project when referred for final, ratification by their national assemblies. 

The great lesson of the conference for all peace-loving people is, there- 
fore, the vital necessity of an awakened and informed public opinion in 
cvery land on the awful subject of war and preparation for war, rather

The 
great distances which separate the 
principal urban centres and _ the 
steady and broad-fronted advance in 
settlement and development serve to | 
render postal communication by air 
peculiarly valuable in the Dominion. ' 
In addition, the Post Office Depart- | 
ment of Canada has entered into a) 


reciprocal arrangement with the- 
United States postal authorities 
whereby Canada may take full ad- 


vantage of the extensive United 
States air mail services connecting 
with points in Mexico, the West In- 
dies, and Central and South America. 

The establishment of Canada's offi- 
cial air post services is of compara- 
tively recent date, but the convey- 
ance of mail matter by air within 
Canada has been an actual fact for 
over ten years. In the early days 
of mail transportation by air, the 
Post Office Department, us a tem- 
porary measure, gave permission to 
the operating aviation companics to 
carry letters, entirely at the senders 
risk and subject to a small fee rang- 
ing from five cents to twenty-five 
cents per letter, in acdition to the 
regular postage. This fee was 1e- 
tained by the operating company.

Services of the 
latter type had of course to be ar- 
ranged on definite time schedules 
and this involved a much greater 
problem. As a beginning a service 
was inaugurated by which incoming 
British mails were taken from trans- 
Atlantic steamers and transported by 
air to Montreal, thus considerably 
hastening their delivery. Later, on 
October 1, 1928, a service of daily 
frequency was establ shed bteween 
Montreal and Toronto, and ©e1 the 
same day an international air ruil 
route was opened between Montreal, 
P.Q., and bany, N.Y. On July 15, 
1929, the Montreal-Toicnto route was 
extended to Detroit, via 
London, and Winds Ontario, und 
thus a point of contuct with the 
United States air mail routes west- 
ward was established, in addition to 
providing the most densely populated 
portion of Ontirio with speedy air 
mail service. On the sume date a still 
further connection with southe’n air 
mail routes was provided by the es- 
tablishment of duily service between 
Toronto and Buffalo. Nothwithstand-

That is, perhaps, one reascn 
why the recent announcement of 
Hon, Charles Stewart, Min‘ster of 
the Interior, that he hoped the ti 
would soon come when there \ 
be a national park in every province, 
has met with such wide approval. 
The more far-sighted of our pecpe 
realize that the changes which will 
| probably come about in Canada dur- 
ing the next hundred years will be 
enormous. While Canada is alre< 
leading ‘the world in the reservation 
of areas for national parks, it is 
recognized that the needs of the fu- 
ture are sure to be great and that 
the time to set aside areas of natural 
beauty is now, while the land is sti® 
unoccupied and primitive conditions 
in many parts still undisturbed.

The average yield of milk per cow 
is computed statistically and the 
damaging figures are given to the 
world.

Using Automatic Pilots 


British ’Planes Make Long Flights 
With Robot Control 

The entire squadron of British 
night bombing aeroplanes, fitted with 
“robot” electrical controls, has flown 
continuously as far as 400 miles 
without human pilots taking charge. 
Routes from South England to Scot- 
land have been followed, with auto- 
matic pilots, actuated by radio from 
the ground, in complete charge, and 
the aeroplanes brought safely to a 
predetermined destination. The auto- 
matic landing is accomplished by 
means of a weighted wire, which, as 
soon as it comes in contact with the 
aerodrome, causes the aeroplane to 
“flatten out” and glide in with the 
engine throttle back.
